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Our Treacherous Roads : The Dangers of Skidding : 
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The League of Nations to Aid Foreign Touring

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“The falling leaves and the heayy rains 
of the past few weeks have’.conthined to 
“irake our roads very treacherous for the 
many comparatively new owner-drivers 
| who, during an abnormally dry summer, 
bad little opportunity of - gaining 
experience in guarding against skidding. 
In view of the present conditions of the 
highways, and the certainty that these 
conditions will remain with us for.many 
months to come, there are a few things 
simple enough for any.owner to attend 
te, which, if looked after, will prevent, to 
a great extent, the accidents and probably 
disastrous results arising from skids. 

At the onset of winter the wise driver 
will carefully examine his tyres, and, if 
the anti-skid treads are worn, he will 
make the necessary replacements. There 
is nothing so conducive -te-a skid. as worn 
tyres. 

Braking is another very,. important 
matter. The braking pressure, to be 
effective, must be even on all four wheels, 
and it is a very precautiom fo have 
the Lrak ng system corrécted a few times 
a year. Four-wheel brakes are, no doubt, 
a great preventive.of skidding, but they 
must be intelligently brought into action. 
Gradual pressure of the lever rather than 
sudden action is the right methed, parti- 
cularly where roads are wet and greasy. 

The tyres should be kept at the required 
pressure, so that the car will answer to 
the wheel without undue effort. Unevenly 
filled tyres are a frequent cause of 
skidding. 

It is also well to bear in mind that 
brakes have not the same holding power 
over a car on wet. roads as on dr 
surfaces, and when it is necessary to pul 
up nearly double the length is required 
than when the roads are in a dry condi- 
tion. In lines of traffic a safe distance 
should be maintained from the car in 
front, and, when turning, the giving of 
distinct signals will often mean escape 
from bumps and collisions from following 
traffic. 

Many roads are -still too 
cambered, and the sudden running from 
a level surface to a cambered side is 
simply inviting a skid. 

Cutting in or out of traffic—dangerous 
at all times—is far more so in winter; 
while sudden acceleration or pulling-ups 
frequently ends in nasty accidents. 


JOY RIDING. 


In view of the present state of the law 
joy-riding still continues, and is likely to 
for some months to come, putting owners 
to endless trouble and inconvenience and 
expense. While legislation dealing with 
the matter will be introduced in the Dail 
this session, it will be some months before 
it will become the law of the State. In 
the meantime motorists may, for the small

LEAGUE OF NATIONS AND TOURISTS. 


It will be a matter of much. interest to 
owner-drivers. to learn that a Committee 
of ‘the League of Nations.is taking action, 
with.a view to simplifying the taxation of 
foreign motor cars. entering . other 
countries. - The Traffic Committee.of ‘the 
League has proposed that no taxes shall 
be ‘paid. by. foreign. cars during the first 
two-months of their stay in the country 
which they visit; and that the system of 
existing. taxation shall be simplified to the 
greatest possible extent. Their proposals 
include the collection of daily taxes. on 
departure of, the cars, and,that no traffic 
tax should be required from a. motorist 
requesting’ the custom house of a country 
to. .exchange his _triptyque, without 
penetrating.into the, country in question. 
These proposals -have been approved, and 
are now. being studied with.a view to the 
draft. of the Multilateral Convention. 

To any person. who has taken his or 
her car to the Continent—especially to 
France—and who knows the many 
dificulties there to be surmounted, this 
action on the part of the League of 
Nations will be appreciated at its full 
value. 

While referring to this matter I would 
like to dissipate the belief that a difficulty 
exists when touring abroad as to keeping 
on the “wrong.” or right side of the road. 

There is no difficulty in the matter. 
From the moment of leaving the boat at 
the other side of the Channel the mind 
at once falls into changed customs, and 
the only risk is that when overtaking a 
slow-moving vehicle whichis proceeding 
along the centre of the road, there may be 
a. tendency. to pass. it on the right. side 


instead of. the left side.

DRIFT NETTING IN THE SEA. 


Dr. R. R. Leeper presided at the monthly 
meeting: of the Dublin Conservators of 
Fisheries at 110 Grafton street, Dublin, é 

The accounts showed a balance to credit 
of £213 6s, 8d. i 

In a letter dealing with the inquiry held 
by the Ministry of Fisheries on 9th October 
last with regard to some alteration in the 
close season for salmon, the Board’s solicitor 
stated that on the evidence it was not likely 
that any alteration would be made, i 

Arising out of a resolution from the Wex- 
ford Board of Conservators concerning the 
nétting of salmon in fresh water and 
suggesting that legislation should be intro- 
duced to abolish the practice, it was decided 
that the matter should be discussed at the 
Fishery Conservators’ Conference on the Sth 
December next. 

It was pointed out at the meeting that 
there had been no cases of this kind in the 
River Liffey. : ; 

Mr. Maguire remarked that if something 
were not done immediately, the inland 
fisheries would be seriously injured. 

With regard to drift net fishing at sea, 
the Chairman stated that when Mr. Birrell 
was Chief Secretary for Ireland the British 
Government had promised a gunboat. The 
whole migration of fish was interfered with 
by a barricadé of nets in the sea. 

‘Mr. Woodnutt. remarked that the Govern. 
ment should have .preserves in the open sea 
as in the rivers, and some steps should be 
taken to prohibit’ drift netting in the open 
sea, It-was decided to have the matter 
brought forward at the December conference. 


A FLOATING “ ACADEMY.” 


Several famous British artists will con- 
tribute to the decorative scheme of the new 
Canadian Pacific liner ‘Empress of Britain, 
now being built on the Clyde. Thus Frank 
Brangwyn, R.A., is designing the dining 
saloon; Sir John Lavery, R.A. the ball- 
room; Edmund Dulac the smoking-room. 
W. Heath Robinson the cocktail bar, and 
Sir Charles Allom the first class lounge. The 
Empress of Britain will be of 42,000 tons, 
and will be one of the world’s largest vessels. 
Trading on the St. Lawrence River route 
between Southampton and Quebec, she will 
ne the largest ship between Europe and 
Canada. Her speed is stil] a mystery with 
her builders, but will probably be 26 knots.

““ POISONING INFANTS 
CHILDREN.”’ 


(BEFORE MR. CUSSEN.) 

James Farrell, dairy proprietor, 1 Lower 
Gardiner street, was fined 20s. at the instance 
of the Dublin Corporation for selling milk 
from which 13.3 per cent. of its fats: had 
been abstracted. 

Patrick Gormley, Bantry road, Drum 
condra, was summoned for selling milk to 
which 20 per cent. of water was added. 

Mr. Burke, for the Corporation, said that 
a sample of the milk supplied by the de- 
fendant to a dairy proprietor was taken in 
the course of delivery, with the result that on 
analysis it was found to be adulterated to 
the extent of 20 per cent. of water. 

Mr. Seales, for the defendant, examined 
his client, who stated that he had a farm at 
Moortown, where his cows were milked by two 
of his men. The milk was taken into Dublin 
by a man named Lynch, who left it in his 
yard, where he (Gormley) took delivery of it 
He did not interfere with it in any way. 

The Justice, pointing out that the defend- 
ant had not examined any witnesses, said 
that it was a serious case, as Gormley was 
poisoning the infants and children who were 
given his milk. He imposed a fine of £2. 

Cases against three dairy proprietors for 
selling adulterated milk were dealt wit 
under the Probation Act, the evidence show 
ing that they had purchased the milk fro 
Gormley, and sold it as he delivered it + 
them.

National Theatre,” the Rev. Dawson | 
Byrne ‘has produced the unpretending 


work of. an enthusiast. He sketches the 


tale of the Irish dramatic renaissance: 


from its genesis in the spirit of the two 


-Fays, kindled by the example of Ole Bull 


in Norway, through the days of the 
Camden street Hall, when enthusiasm 
could not be damped, however much the 
rain-drops fell through the leaky roof, to 
the munificent gesture of Miss Horni- 
man, which brought the .Abbey Theatre 
into being. Mr. Byrne had sérved a 
stage apprenticeship on that site. when 
Mr. Carrickford’s teseue of it from a 
garish disreputability landed him into a 
ilbertian Ms 
carried with him to another sphere in 
America all the enthusiasm of his youth 
for the scene of his Thespian adventure. 
The tale is carried fast from ‘‘ Cathleen 
Ni Houlihan ” to “ The Playboy ” and 
the curious intervention of Mr. Ben Iden 
Payne, who during his short sinecure 
noted an atmosphere ‘‘ where suspicion 
and intrigue seemed ever vaguely emerg- 
ing.” His uneasiness was justified. The 
departure. of the Fays soon ensues; and 
not so long after there is what Mr. Byrne 
so aptly terms the St, John Ervine 
Episode, followed by the splitting of the 
nucleus and the separate existence of the 
Trish Players, inspired by Arthur 
Sinclair. The book concludes with a 
review of the Seán O'Casey plays and the 
rejection of ‘‘The Silver Tassie,’’ to 
which a résumé of the Irish Players’ pro- 
ductions is appended. Out of the main 
theme is an appendix containing a survey 
of the Little Theatre movement, with a 
list of representative American Little 
Theatres. The list of plays produced by 
the National Theatre, with the date of 
their first production, is a useful feature. 
The work is not critical in scope. It 
gives a series of tributes to the special 
aspect of the Abbey acting, which. has, 
indeed, been revolutionary; the critical 
comments on Synge are not inspired, 
and it was a- mistake to reproduce 
Mr. MHackett’s unfortunate suggestion 


that his plays wear like gold, a 


substance notably affected by the 
currency of years. Mr. Byrne's own 
style suffers, too, in an endeavour at fine 
writing about Synge’s death. By no means 
everyone will. subscribe to his apprecia- 
tion of Mr. O’Casey, which is marked 
by an uncritical enthusiasm. The work 
of Sara Allgood, Miss Crowe, Barry Fitz- 
gerald and, indeed, all the actors is 
— rather than appraised. In the 
iterary sphere the tribute to Lady 
Gregory is well timed. 

If one asks what the Irish dramatic 
movement has been doing, this volume is 
a useful record of activities at home and 
on tour abroad. Incidents are breezily 
recorded, such as the Toronto committee 
on “The Playboy,” the first night of 
“The Plough and the Stars,” the exhibi- 
tion in London of “a weak mind labour- 
ing under strong emotion,” and the Irish 
Players’ pianist at Claremorris. The 
last story in a measure’ makes up for 
an unnecessary political quotation from a 
letter. of Madame Gonne McBride, and 
an uncalled-for snarl! at the Castle. This is 
a readable good-hearted introduction to a 
vital subject, which the Talbot Press have 
dressed a little too much like an economic 
treatise, though the printing is,admirably 
clear and no typographical errors offend 
the eye. R. A. F. S.

SHAW FOR THE YOUNG.

HEN Míss G. Evan Morris was act- 
ing in Shaw plays in Boston, 
Massachusetts, she found that some people 
who had been reading “ Candida ” did not 
understand what it was all about. She 
conceived the idea of re-writing some of 
Shaw’s plays as fairy tales. She created 
an animal community in which the 
various creatures represent their human 
prototypes in some of the plays; thus Ann 
Whitheld, in “ Man and Superman,” 
becomes a snake, as Mr. Shaw names her, 
and John Tanner becomes a chattering 
monkey. It is all a little childish, just a 
little too close to the Lamb original, but 
the result is certainly interesting. The 
work has been done with great ingenuity, 
und that, perhaps, was why Mr. Shaw 
relented after he had first bammed the book. 
From a reading of Miss Evan Morris’s 
“Tales from Bernard Shaw,” the slow- 
witted students of Boston and elsewhere 
may be able to get a new light upon the 
meaning which Mr. Shaw tries to transmit 
in his plays. 
Prebably more acceptable to adults will 
be the beautiful illustrations with which 
the book is adorned. These are the work 


of Miss Phylliv A. Terry, and one has but 


to glance at such a picture as her ‘‘ Wizard 
and Parrot’’ from “ Pygmalion’’ to see 


that she is an artist who should very 


quickly join the front rank of book illus- 
trators. The ordinary admirer of Mr. 
Shaw’s plays on reading this book well 
may inquire why it was necessary, but 


closer inquiry may reconcile him to the 


fact that others than students in Boston, 
U.S.A., may rejoice to have Mr. Shaw 
presented as a teller of fairy tales. The 


book is likely to be popular with children, 


but it is not likely to rival that delightful 


-hook in which Charles Lamb presented 
Shakespeare without tears.

HE first chapter of this book describes 


the daily life of a child of Babylonia 
‘‘ perhaps before Abraham,”’ and the last 


tells of the affairs at Eton in the year 
1844. We are given most interesting 
descripiions of the treatment of children 


during the intervening years. In the 
middJe ages youth had a hard time, and 
‘fany notable degree of consideration and 


kindness for children was apt to be 


reproved as ‘‘ fond cockering and apish 


indulgence.’’ 


“Youth was freer and happier in 
Elizabethan times than it was in the 
seventeenth century, when Puritanism 
came to regard children as full of original 
sin, which must be chastened out of them 


by strenuous methods.’’ The children of 
New England seem to have had a better 
time than their contemporaries in Old 
England, as their parents took a more 
liberal] attitude towards games and pas- 
times, and, although cards were pro- 
hibited as “ Devil’s books.” they were 
allowed to play checkers, chess and back- 


gammon. me of the rules of a manual 
of etiquette, composed by a Boston school- 
master, are as follows: ‘‘ Smell not of 
thy meat, nor put it to thy nose; gnaw 
not Bonés at the Table, but clean them 
with thy knife (unless they be very small 
ones) and hold them not with thy whole 
hand, but with two Fingers. When thou 
blowest thy Nose, let thy Handkerchief 
be used.” During the eighteenth and 
early part of the nineteenth centuries the 
abominable treatment of children at 
private schools, as portrayed by Dickens 
in “- Nicholas Nickleby,’ was not un- 
common, and child-labour agents deve- 
loped a sort of juvenile slave trade. There 
is no mention of the youth of Ireland.

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THE RISE OÉ KENYA 


on Kenya in the ‘nineties and the early 
years of ‘this century cannot fail to inte- 
rest ‘when written by an experionced 
administrator such ae its author, Mr. 
€. W. Hobley, who spent thirty years 
exploring and heiping to govern British 
Kast Africa: At a time when the future 
destinies of the colonies clustering round 
Mount Kilimanjaro are being discussed 
prior to a fateful Parliamentary decision, 
the opinions of so tried a student of 
African life as the author of this volume 
naturally command attention. His 
readers, then, having first heard of East 
Africa ‘in the ’nineties, of an exploratory 
expedition up the Tana River to Mount 
enya, and of many other interesting 
episodes in Mr. Hobley’s career, will 
turn to the chapters on Native Govern- 
ment, the African, European Colonisa- 
tion, and the Outlook for authoritative 
information and opinions. ; 
With regard to the still undecided con- 
troversy as to the suitability of Equa- 
torial Africa for permanent settlement by 
the European race; Mr.. Hobley inclines 
towards the “ cautious’ school, dwélling 
upon the results of researchés' made by 
a leading medical practitioner in Kenya 
Colony." This doctor ‘‘ deposed from 
experience gained in his own practice that 
Europeans in the highlands of. tropical 
Africa degenerate bodily, mentally~ and 
even morally with long residence, and, 
further, that these symptoms: steadily 
increase the greater the altitude over 
5,000 feet.” Apart from the effects of 
latitude and altitude, the paucity of 
certain mineral constituents of the soil is 
manifest in the vegetable and animal 
products consumed as food, and causes a 
deterioration of the nervous system. 


Notwithstanding these facts, Kenya 


contains the seeds of a great colony, due 
to its rich resources, if only they are 


ciples of the now well-known dual policy 


framed by Lord Lugard in 1922. Educa- 


tion in the just treatment of its native 
tribes should be given to the children 


of white colonists, who may otherwise 
grow up in a spirit of arrogance, hoping 
to inherit an unrestrained mastery over 
the black race.

RATIONALISATION. 


ISE striking vicissitudes of modern 
trade have directed the efforts of 
economists to seek some adequate means 


of preventing them and so stabilising 
industry. The calamitous alternations of 


trade booms and slumps have been freely 


scribed variously as individualism, 


capitalism, laissez-faire, and private enter- 
prise. The huge losses of capital result- 
ing from ill-organised or excessive pro- 
duction on the one hand and the con- 


tinuance of great unemployment on the 
other are symptoms of a gigantic problem 


of the League of Nations. 

At a World Economic Conference called 
by the League of Nations for Geneva i 
May, 1927, a resolution, inter alia, = 
passed recommending ‘‘ That Govern- 
ments, public institutions, professional 
and industrial organisations, and the 
general public should influence producers 

...» » « 4iffuse in every quarter a 
clear understanding of the waventeale 
and obligations involved by rationalisa- 
tion and scientific management and of the 
possibilities of their gradual application.”’

_ With this object movements were started 
in the various countries represented, and 
the definitions of the term ‘‘ rationalisa- 
tion '” are almost as many in number as 
the countries affected by it, though the 
underlying principles are clear. For 
instance, Mr. Philip Snowden compen- 
diously indicates its aims thus:— 

“ Rationalisation aims at such a re-organisation 
of industry as -will eliminate all waste in produc- 
tion and distribution, and will utilise to the full 
mechanical and scientific knowledge and secure 
the co-operation of all the essential partners in 
industry.” rf . 

Reichskuratorium fur Wirtschaft- 
lichkeit (Board of National Efficiency), 
the co-ordinating body established by the 
German Government to guide the 


national effort in this direction, says :— 

“- Rationalisation consists in understanding and 
applying every means of improving the general 
economic situation through technical and 
systematic organisation. Its object is an increase 
in the standard of living by the provision of 
hetter and cheaper goods in larger quantities. 
This dernands a common effort by all classes of 
the community.” i bas 

In England various efforts án this direc- 


tion were made. _An important one was 
the establishment of a committee which 
included directors of the Federation of 
British Industries, of the British Engi- 
neering Standards’ Association and of 
the National Institution of Industrial 
Psychology, the Professor of Account- 
ancy and Business Organisation at the 
London School of Economics, the Secre- 
tary of the Incorporated Association of 
Retail Distributors and certain other 
persons. One result of these efforts was 
the production of the book now before us 
by a director of the Internationa! 
Management Institute, Geneva.

The author briefly sketches the his- 
tory, definitions and scope of rationalisa- 
tion, showing its principles and possi- 
bilities of application to both large and 
small businesses. He outlines the pre- 
sent economic position in Great Britain 
and offers some suggestions as to the 
solution of industrial problems. He 
criticises the training for degrees in com- 
mercé in modern universities for their 
remoteness from the actual problems of 
business and their predominantly 
academic and technica] character in the 
teaching of such subjects as accountancy, 
commercial geography, company law, 
trade union history, industrial psycho- 
logy, which he suggests do not prepare 
the student’s mind for the real problems 
he will have to face.

An interesting ‘case, arising out of the 
shooting of a young gre , came, by 
way of a Circuit Court appeal, before the 
Court. The plaintiff and appellant was 

nis ©. Forvest, farmer, Castle View House, 
Blarney, County Cork, and the defendant and 
respondent Samuel Ellis, also a farmer, of 
Example Farm, Blarney. The appeal was 
from a decision of Judge Kenny, Circuit 
Judge for Circuit No. 2 (Cork City and 
County). 

Mr. E. J. -Kelly {instructed by Messrs. J. 
Travers Wolfe and Co:), for the plaintiff, 
said that he got a decree for £7 10s. against 
the defendant for the shooting of a young 
greyhound, and he was appealing on the 
ground that the judze took a wrong way of 
ass¢ssing the damages, and refused to agree 
to what was proved to be the value of the 
animal. He was a young pedigree grey- 
hound. 7 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Did he win any races? 

Mr. Kelly—-He was too young to win races. 
Counsel went on to say that on the 13th 
March last year the plaintiff Jet out five 
greyhound pups in the middle of the day, 
and they killed a lamb belonging to the de- 


 fendant and chased some sheep also belonging 


to him, and the defendant came along with 
his gun and shot the dog. Civil bills were 
issued claiming £7 10s. for the lamb, and 
also, counsel took it, for the chasing and 
worrying of the sheep; und the plaintiff had 
claimed £30 as the value of the pup. The 
judge gave a decree for £7 10s. to the de- 
endant, and a similar amount to the plain- 
tiff. instead of the £30 which he claimed. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—He gave you each 

7 10s. ? 

Justice Hanna—A judgment oí 
Solomon. (Laughter.) 7 

Mr. Justice Sullivan—That might be a re- 
flection on the judgment of this Court. (More 
laughter.) 

Mr. Kelly said that the Circuit Judge 
stated that he was far from believing that 
he was bound to give anything like the full 
value of the greyhound, and the judge 
added: “ The view I take is that if Master 
Magrath or Fullerton went out killing lambe, 
I would be very slow to give anything like 
their value.”’ Counsel submitted that the 
judge did not. take into consideration all the 
circumstances of the case. The shooting of 
the grevhound was an act of reprisal. 

Mr. W. Fitzgerald (instructed by Mr. G. 
A. Julian), for the defendant, said that the 
judge was entitled to come to a conclusion 
as to the value of the dog from the evidence 
that was brought before him. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan, giving judgment, 
said that he did not think the learned judge 
applied the true test to the measure of 
damages that he should give. At the same 
time he thought the judge was at liberty to 
discount the value put on the greyhound by 
the plaintiff, who valued it at £50. That, his 
lordship thought, was not satisfactorily proved 
to the extent that the judge would be bound 
to accept that figure. f the plaintiff got 


£20 he would be fairly compensated, and the 


Court had decided that the decree for £7 
10s. should be increased to £20 

Mr. Justice Hanna, concurring, said that 
he thought the defendant was responsible in 
a sense for the difficulty in which the Court 
found itself, as there was no real croas- 
examination as to the value of the dog or the 
strain to which he belonged. The sum of £20 
was ah estimate at which he (Mr. Justice 
Hanna) had arrived from the fact tbat, this 
was an untried puppy, and there was no 
specific evidence as to its pedigree. 


DONEGAL LANDS. 


A FARMER’S CLAIM. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) | 
Judgment was delivered diswiissing, with 
costs, a summons in which John Quinu, Carn, 
Stranorlar, Co. Donegal, a farmer, sought for 
an order against John McCool and Lucy 
Mersitt to’ declare him entitled to a mortgage 
which he alleged was charged on the defona- 
ants’ interest in the lands of Carn, Co. Donegal, 
and that there was due to him a sum of 
£962 19s. 4d. for principal, interest and costs 
up to February, 1928, together with further 
interest at the rate of 4 pet cent. from the 

latter date until it was paid. 

The plaintiff claimed that he had a regis- 
tered siortgage on the lands, and sought for 
an inquity as to any incumbrances upon 
them, if such existed. Mrs. Merritt pleaded 
that, i consideration of £336 13s. $4; and 
the payment of two charges of £45 and £20, 
John. MeCool, her brother, as beneficial 
owner, transferred to her the lands of Carn, 
the subject of the litigation, and at the time 
of the alleged mortgage with the plaintiff she 
contended that Jolm McCool was not pes- 
sessed of any disposing power in the latds 
for his benefit. For that reason she sub- 
mitted that the judgment mortgage of the 
plaintiff was of no effect, and conid not be 
charged upon the lands of Carn, which, she 
said. were her property. 

Mr. Wood, K.C. (instructed by Mr. James 
Boyle), appeared for the plaintiff, and Mr. 
Morgan Byrne (instructed by Messrs. Todd 
and Mark) for the defendant Lucy Merritt. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that his decision 
vas without prejudice to any independent 
proceedings which the plaintiff might be ad- 
vised to take in regard to questioning the 
assignment which he stated existed in coi- 
nection with the matter. and was claimed to 
be held by Lucy Merritt. a sisfer of Johx 
McCool, both of whom were named as de- 
fendants in the action.

Mr. Gleeson said that. in view of the 
decision of Mr. Justice Sullivan and Mr. 
Instice O'Byrne in the Mayo case, and par.

certificate granting leave to appeal tn the 
Supreme Court, he thought it would be 1 
considerable waste of public time to disenss 
the nreeent cases on this occasion.

case of Johanna Quinn, widow, and Philip 
White, farmers, of Ballyneale, Co. Tipperary, 
v. Patrick Stokes and Michael Quirke, trad: 
ing as Stokes and Quirke, auctioneers, Clon- 
mel. The plaintiffs claimed _ £700 damagés 
for illegal seizure and trespass. On the 5th 
June, 1928, the defendants obtained judg- 
ment against the plaintiff, Mrs. Quinn, for 
£225 12s. 11d, and £7 7s. costs. On 27th 
June, 1928, that judgment was set. aside as 
having been obtainéd irregularly. " Iu the 
meantime, about 6th June, a writ of fi fa 
founded npon the irregular judgment was 
issued to the Under Sheriff, who about 18th 
June made a seizure of farming stock allegedto 
be the property of the plaintiffs. The stock 
was subsequently sold and realised £192, 
which, after deducting £16 10s. 4d. for 
Sheriff's fees and expenses, was paid over to 
the defendants. There was a second seizure 
on 27th June, 1928. This resulted in a 
sum of £5 10s., which was also paid 
over to the present defendants. On the 21st 
August, 1929. the present defendants again 
obtained judgment against Mrs. Quinn for 
£225 12s. lid. and £15 15s. costs, and, save 
as mentioned, this’ judgment remained un- 
satisfied, 

The plaintiffs in the present action claimed 
that the property seized was trust property, 
that Mrs. Quinn was merely a tenant for life 
under a post-nuptial settlement, of which 
Mr. White was a trustee. 

In the absence of any segregation with the 
assistance of the Court, Mr. Justice O'Byrne 


stock and clittels were, to a certain extent, 
impressed with the trust, and that the Under 
Sheriff was not entitled, even were the judg- 
ment valid, to make the seizure. In his 
opinion, at the time of the seizure the stock 
and chattels then on the lands belonged as 
to two-thirds to Mrs. Quinn, as representing 
her accumulated profits, and as to the re 
maining third, to the trustee, upon the 
terms and for the purposes of the trust.

RESTRICTIONS. ON 
MONEY-LENDERS. 


FIANNA FAIL MEMBERS’ 
PROPOSALS. 


Licences and certificates of good 
character for monéy-lenders, the compul- 
sory use of the money-lender’s own name 
in his business, restriction of money- 
londing advertisements, and prohibition of 
compound. interest and charges for 
expenses on loans are among the provi- 
sions. of the Money-lenders Bill, a 
private member's measure, which is 
sponsored by Mr. P. J. Little and Mr. R. 
Briscoe, of the Fianna Fail Party. 

The bill is wider in its scope than the 
Money-lenders Advertisements Bill which 
wes introduced in the Dail last week by 
Major _—_ Cooper, but the promoters 
of both of the bills are in substantial 
agreement on many points. It is probable 
that one of the two bills will be with- 
drawn by agreement. 

Mr. Little’s bill provides for heavy 
fines or imprisonment for money-lenders 
who use names other than their own n 
their business. Certificates may be en- 
Aorsed or forfeited for various contraven- 
tions of the bill. Money-lenders are 
prohibited under the bill from sending 
out circulars or employing canvasseTs vr 
avents for the purpose of inviting people 
to borrow money. Newspaper, poster or 
placard advertisements may not contain 
invitations to people to borrow money. 
‘hey may contain, however, the horised 
address and telephone number of the 
money-lender, any address at which he 
formerly carried on business, a statement 
that he lends money with or without 
security, the highest and lowest sums 
that he is prepared to lend, and the date 
on which his business was established. 
Transactions carried ot in contravention 
of the various sections of the Act shall 
be illegal. 

Other clauses of the bill relate to the 
form of money-lenders’ contracts, the 
obligation of the money-lender to supply 
to borrowers information as to the state 
of the loan and copies of documents, pro- 
vision as to bankruptcy proceedings for 
loans, and limitation of time for proceed- 
ings in respoct of money lent by money- 
lenders.

A claim for 2800 d for alleged 


slander was madé by Annie Russel], a minor, 
suing. by her father, Thomas Russell, a 
labourer, of Middle Gardiner street, Dublin, 
against E. A. Trampe, 33 Gardiner’s place, 
Dublin. 

Plaintiff, in her statement of claim, alle zed 
that the defendant, on February 8 last, at 
‘9 Booterstown avenue, Booterstown, falsely 
and maliciously spoke and published of the 
plaintiff to Dr. and Mrs. O'Mahony that 
plaintiff had left his house while employed 
as a maid and stolen a black coat and a 
pair of shoes, and any letters»of recommen, 
dation that the plaintiff had were forgeries. 

Plaintiff also alleged that: the de endant 
had said that plaintiff, while in his (defend- 
ent’s) house, had brought men into the 
house, and was in.the habit of staying out 
late at night, meaning thereby that the 
plaintiff was a person of loose and immoral 
character. 

Plaintiff alleged that the words used by 
the defendant had injured her credit and 
reputation and had lost her the situation of 
domestic servant to Dr, O'Mahony, and she 
had since been unable to obtain another situa. 
tion. 

The defence was a general traverse of the 
plaintiff’s allegations. 

Mr. Kenneth Dockrel], K.C. and Mr. J. 
C. Tobias (instructed by Mr. Leopold .!. 
Jameson, solicitor) appeared for the plaintiff. 

Mr. Alex. Lynn (instructed by Messrs, 
Smyth and Sons) appeared for the defendant. 

PLAINTIFF'S CASE. 

Mr. Tobias said that the case, though i 
was an extremely important one for the 
plaintiff, was contained in a very narrow 
compass, and was really very simple. ‘the 
plaintiff had been in domestic service since 
she was fourteen or fifteen years of age. ‘She 
had come of age since the commencement of 
the suit. The defendant was in the Customs 
and Excise Department, and also was 
a naval pensioner. From the summer, 1977, 
to February, 1929, plaintiff was in his 
employment. There were three children, 
aged nine, five and two, and from time to 
time she found a certain amount of difficulty 
with them. She threatened to leave, and 
netually did leave on two occasions, ut 
she came back again at the request of the 
defendant. Counsel directed the jury's atten 
{ion to an incident in December, 1928, when 
Miss Russel] said that she would not stay 
«ny longer. Mr, Trampe turned to her and 
said: “Well. Annie, no matter where you 
go we will follow you.’’ In February, 1929, 
plaintiff went to Mrs. O’Mahony’s house as 
a maid at £24 a year. The same evening 
that plaintiff went to Mrs. O'Mahony 
defendant came to the door and made the 
allegations complained of. Mrs. O'Mahony 
called witness and dismissed her’, paying her 
9s. 6d. for her day’s work. Subsequently the 
defendant repeated the slander to Mrs. 
Timmins. 

Plaintiff’ giving evidence in support ¢i 
her claim, denied that there was any truth 
in the allegations made. 

CROSS-EXAMINED. 

Cross-examined by Mr, Lynn, plaintiff said 
that she had not gone out in Mrs.. Trampe s 
clothes, Mr. Trampe’s son, aged nine, had 
frightened her out of the house. The shoes 
she had on her when she went to Mrs. 
(O'Mahony had heen given to her by Mrs. 
Trampe. oe

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FREE STATE ARMY 
OFFICERS’ DRESS. 


A new Defence Forees Regulation pro- 
vides for the relaxation to a considerable 
extent of the order which compéls officers 
of the Irish Free State Army to wear 
uniform on all occasions, whether on or 
off duty. The old order, which. was in 
operation for the greater tak of this year, 
wis extremely unpopular with officers. 

The new regulation provides that officers 
shall wear uniform on duty. at all times 
snd at public or State functions and 
theatres and dances, but not at cinemas. 
Generally speaking, mufti or uniform may 
be worn, as the officer desires, on all other 
occasions. 

Officers of the Reserve are permitted to 
wear uniform at State and semi-State 
functions. but special permission must be 
granted for the wearing of uniform by 
Reserve officers on other occasions.

A LEGITIMATE POLICY. 

Having regard to the view that he had 
taken on these major ‘questions, it was not 
necessary for him to deal with the technical 
defences which the defendants bad raised 
further than to say that, although most of 
the particular acts which the plaintiffs proved 
took place before the defendant association 
came into’ existence, there was evidence to 
show that the ‘exclusive dealings” policy 
was being pursued by,the present asso- 
ciation. The broad question, accordingly, 
was whether or not that policy was legitimate. 
On the authorities it clearly was so. In- 
cidentally he had pointea out that it would 
have been very difficult for the law to be 
otherwise, and that even the Legislature 
would find it difficult to devise appropriate 
restrictions. But he did not wich to be 
understood to suggest that nothing could be 
done to protect the interests of producers 
at one end and consumers at the other, but 
only that the problem was one for the Legis- 
lature, and that the wholesale dealers and 
retail dealers—that was to say, the middle- 
men—occupied a strong strategic position 
that made the problem a peculiarly difficult 
one, especially if the omelettes had to be 
made without breaking any eggs.

It is obviously in the interests of 
the public, as consumers, that the fight should 
continue on as even terms as possible. If 
consumers give the plaintifis adequate sup- 
‘port, the public will be able to get their fruit 
at competitive prices. In the meantime, it 
is unfortunate that the plaintiffs shuuld have 
wasted valuable ammunition in bringing this 
action, which I must dismiss, with costs.”’ 
Mr. Lynch, K.C., Mr. Rice, K.C., and Mr. 
W. L, Sainsbury (instructed by Messrs. 
Gerald Byrne and Co.) appeared for the 
plaintifis; and Mr. Dockrelt, K.C., Mr.

With the aid of lantern slides the work 
of drilling for oil was traced until the ¢rude 
oil is obtained. The various stages of refining 
the: crude oil into products such as petrol, 
kerosene, lubricants and fuel oil were then 
explained, showing the care taken throughout 
the industry. The film showed the difficulties 
met with by petroleum-producing companies 
in. clearing jungles, building roads, towns, 
hospitals, water-works, etc.

Music : Labour. 


BELFAST, Thursday. 

NOTHER stage has been reached in 

* the scheme for the drainage of the 
River Bann, the bill to legalise the 
undertaking having been presented to the 
House of Commons and read a first time 
yesterday. This measure is of first 
importance; and is intended to remedy a 


century-old grievance. In the Bann 
valley certain areas are subjected to 
flooding, while others are what is 


described as saturated, and it is stated 
that there are large tracts of soil which, 
for obvious reasons, never has been culti- 
vated, The proposed works should, there- 
fore, assist in bringing increased pros- 
peer to the whole district and should 
elp to relieve the depression that now 
weighs upon the countryside. , 

It will be recalled that the Prime 
Minister promised a million pounds, if 
necessary, for this purpose, and there was 
rejoicing in the affected areas; but the 
Minister of Labour came along and said 
that the ratepayers would have to bear a 
portion of the cost. Finally, the Ministry 
of Finance, after a great deal of trouble 
and negotiation, got the financial arrange- 
ments settled, the plans completed, and 
now only the consent of Parliament is 
required to start work at the earliest 
possible moment. 

The Government is to pay £600,000 and 
any further sum that may be necessary. 
The contribution charged to the . rate- 
payers of the five counties bordering 
Lough Neagh and the Bann is £200,000. 
levied at varying rates, according to 
expected benefits. 


COSTLY GOVER/ MENT. 


The cost of governing the little portion 

of Ireland north of the border is alto- 
gether out of proportion to dts size, but 
this is a subject which the Unionist 
leaders prefer to leave in oblivion. When 
the Northern Parliament was set up, it 
was established, according to Sir Robert 
Lynn, the Unionist member for North 
Antrim, on too grandiose a seale, and 
that is the opinion of many people, apart 
from those who hold office in the Govern- 
ment. The excuse offered is that the 
imperial authorities pay the greater part 
of the cost, provision having been made 
for palatial parliamentary buildings and 
courthouses, as well as for “generous 
salaries. In these circumstances, all is 
well; but it is questionable whether the 
argument is economically sound: someone 
must bear the burden of prodigal ax- 
penditure, and even the Englishman has 
his rights. 
The question of Ministerial salaries was 
raised in the Parliament this week, and 
it was pointed out that the cost of 
government in the Six Counties was £10 
12s. per head of the population, as com- 
pared with £2 15s. in Bhi, and £3 
for the whole of Ireland in 1911-1912. 
Mr. Beattie, the solitary Socialist 
member, proposed that the salaries should 
be reviewed, with a view to their reduc- 
tion; but Mr. Pollock, Minister of 
Finance, explained that the cost was 
borne by the British Government, and 
that it would not affect the northern tax- 
payers to the extent of one penny, 
whether Ministers’ salaries were £2,000 
or £4,000. That is the happy position, 
and it would seem, therefore, that only at 
Westminster is there real cause for com- 
plaint.

PIQUANT LABOUR SITUATION. 


A piquant situation is likely to arise in 
connection with Labour legislation in the 
Northern Parliament. The Baldwin Ad- 
ministration passed the Trades Disputes 
Act, for which, no doubt, there was ample 
justification, anc the Belfast Government, 
in accordance with its declared step-by- 
step policy, adopted the measure, there 
being no local need for it at that time. A 
regular storm of protest arose from the 
Labeat organisations in the Six Counties, 
and it was stated that the Act would 
have to be repealed when the Socialists 
came into power in Great Britain, The 
subject was mentioned at the recent Labour 
Conference in Belfast, at. which Mr, Ben 
Tillett presided, the Ulster representatives 
suggesting that the Labour Government 
should urge Lord Craigavon’s Cabinet to 
wipe the Trades Disputes Act off the 
Statute Book: in this way interegting 
events may develop. 

In answer to questions in the Northern 
House of Commons, on Tuesday, Mr. 
Andrews, Minister of Labour, said that it 
was probable that the Government would 
follow the lead of the British Parliament 
in altering the phrase, ' not genuinely 
seeking work,” which has debarred so 
many people from obtaining benefit under 
the Unemployment Insurance Acts; but it 
was doubtful if the Trades Disputes Act 
would be repealed. As most of the trade 
unions are affiliated with the British 
organisations, the refusal to “' follow my 
leader”’ would cause trouble and 
confusion, 


A HEL FUL DUCHESS, 


lt is well known that in almost every 
household a woman is the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, and on her devolves the 
duty of purchasing the necessaries for the 
home. In these days of economic 
nressure she is influenced more by the 
cost of «an article than by patriotic 
fervour, and it is-difficult to blame her; 
yet in many ways the woman of the house 
could help local, or national, industries 
without incurring any increased expense, 
and at the same time foster the general 
prosperity of the country. All that is 
required is a little thought, but it is not 
easy to get out of the old groove and start 
along a new path. 

With the object of encouraging the 
manufacture of home products, and thus 
reducing unemployment, ths Duchess of 
Abercorn this week broadcast an appeal 
from the Belfast Wireless Station to the 
women of the province, calling upon them 
to assist in the campaign to ‘‘ Push Ulster 
Goods’’ by buying them in the course of 
their daily or weekly marketing. She 
pointed out that £6,000,000 worth of goods 
was imported into the Six Counties last 
year, a large proportion of which could 
have been provided locally of equal price 
and quality. She went on to say that she 
did not want.any sacrifices to be made, 
and mentioned that there were very many 
articles of daily use in the household, 
manufactured in the province, as 
and as a cheap as could be bought any- 
where. All this is very true, and it is 
to be hoped that the Duchess of Abercorn’s 
appeal will find a ready response.

With reference to the suggestion made 
recently in this column that a Royal 
College of Music might be established in 
Northern Ireland, it is interesting to note 
that nearly three hundred certificates of 
merit awarded by the Associated Board 
of the Royal College of Music and the 
Royal Academy of Music, Lendon, were 
distributed in Belfast yesterday to success- 
ful candidates from an entry of over 
seven hundred students. The certifieates 
were granted for proficiency in various 
grades of singing, violin, violoncello and 
pianoforte playing, and it was stated that 
the standard “of excellence was steadily 
improving. owing to the influence of the 
musical festivals which are held through- 
out the province, to the schools, and to 
the preparation for examinations. 

All this is very gratifying. Music 
beautifies and ennobles life, even although 
its devotees do not become professionals ; 
but it appears strange that Irish pupils, 
taught by Irish teachers, have no Royal 
College of their own, and are compelled 
to look to England -for the conferring of 
distinctions. Here.is a chance for enter- 
prise; but, while there are many “ loud 
speakers” in the Northern Parliament, 
there are very few musicians, and the 
matter may nut. arouse the enthusiasm it 
deserves. Music has become an important 
subject throughout the Six Counties. It 
is taught in about three thousand 
elementary schools, and Captain Corrin, 
Director in Music to the Northern 
Ministry of Education, has paid frequent 
tributes to its influence in the formation

SCRATCH on the panel of my sitting-

When we were out upon the country 
lanes, carpeted with autumn leaves of 
russet brown, I was glad I did so. The 
country in the fall has its own particular 
appeal, no less than _ spring.

“KING GEORGE V. IN 
HIS OWN WORDS.” 


COLLECTION OF THE KINGS 
SPEECHES. 


A HISTORY OF OUR OWN 
TIMES. 
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“ King George V. in His Own Words,” by 
F. A. Mackenzie (which is published to-day 
by Messrs. Ernest Benn, price 12s. 6d. net), 
will, in many senses, present a picture ol a 
monarch to his people in a juster manner 
than has yet been accomplished. In spite of 
& the fierce light which beats upon a throne, 
perhaps, by very reason of it, royalty 1s 
rarely seen in true perspective. Some are 
denial by the pomp and splendour that sur- 
round a king’s public appearances; others 
are prejudiced by these accessories to regal 
status. Few, if any, even of those in closest 
contact with the throne, can see in impartial 
manner, apart from the robes of State and the 
weight of responsibility, the man whom these 
trappings and cares largely prohibit from the 
average human being’s free expression and 
display of personality. 

In this book we have nothing of comment 
or deduciion, only barely what is necessary 
of explanation and knitting together. It isa 
faithful transcript of the King’s own words 
on occasions of special import, the clear set- 
ting out of his intentions and attitude in 
times of national crisis, of sorrow or of joy. 
So we learn, or confirm our belief re- 
garding His Majesty’s conception of his 
duties, apart from all the welter of 
adulation or criticism that tends to 
confuse the mind when exalted personages 
are concerned. ‘‘C’est mon métier d'’ctre 
roi,” another monarch once said; here we 
seo how King' George goes about this bast- 
ness of being a king. We cannot, of course, 
see everything or even a very great deal of 
‘“‘all the world’s coarse finger failed to 
plumb,” but, as far as a man can reveal him- 
self to others, the King has done so; and a 
splendid picture it makes, even’ when 
occasionally of necessity we must take the 
will for the deed. 

The opening chapter gives messages from 
the King to his people, begininng with his 
accession speech. It includes, too, of course, 
the victory speech, in which there is so little 
of any spirit of conscious triumph, so much 
of gratitude, and, above all, a sturdy squar- 
ing of the shoulders for the burdens now to 
be assumed, the trials to be faced. 

“ The sacrifices made, the sufferings en- 
dured, the memory of the heroes who have 
died that Britain may live, ought surely to 
ennoble our thonghts and attune our hearts 
to a higher sense of individual and national 
duty and to a fuller realisation of what the 
English-speaking race, dwelling upon the 
shores of all the oceans, may yet accomplish 
for manki

In many respects the General Post 
Office, Dublin, is the last word in organisa- 
tion; but in one important particular it 
is behind the times. There are three tele- 
phone cabinets in the office, and each is 
fitted with penny, sixpenny and shilling 
slots. The Irish Free State penny and 
shilling, being of the same size as the 
equivalent British coins, fit the slots; but 
the Irish Free State sixpence, being larger 
and thicker, will not fit. 

Now, here is the rub. The Post Office 
officials have instructions to give only 
Irish Free State coins as change; British 
coins are accepted, of course, but are re- 
tained for withdrawal from circulation. 
What then is one to do? The officials are 
invariably courteous, and will give an 
English sixpence for an Irish Free State 
one, but is it not time that the slots were 
altered to receive the coin of the country?

Ghe Spanish Ambassador. 


His Excellency the Marquis de Merry 
Del Val, who is to lecture for the Irish 
Literary Society, London, on Irish 
soldiers in the Spanish service, has a 
notable distinction amongst diplomatists. 
He is the only English-born Ambassador 

representing a foreign

in London in 1864, 
when his father, Don 
Raphael Merry Del 
Val, was Spanish 
Secretary of Lega- 
FS tion.

Marovis pg Merry The Ambassador 
Det Var. was at various times 
chamberlain and 
assistant private secretary to His Majesty 
the King of Spain, holds many decora- 
tions, and is an Honorary LL.D. of 
Cambridge University. He was educated 
at Beaumont College and in Saint Michel, 
Brussels, and has been in the diplomatic 
service since 1882, serving in nearly 
every European capital. Created Marquis 
by Royal Decree in 1925, he has been 
Spanish Ambassador in London since 1913. 

The Marquis is characteristically 
Spanish in his love of horses. He takes a 
keen interest in literary and historical 
questions and is a corresponding member 
of the Royal Academy of History, Madrid. 
More than once he has expressed his pride 
in his descent from a Co, Waterford 
family named Merry, which settled in 
Spain at a time when there was a great 
deal of commercial and political inter- 
course between Ireland and the Peninsula. 


A Vergil Garden. 


T see that among the projects for the 
celebration of the Vergilian anniversary 
there is to be laid out near Pietole, at 
the birthplace of the Mantuan, a garden 
of twelve acres which is to contain repre- 
sentatives of all the families of plants 
other than cereals mentioned in the poet’s 
verse. Such a memorial seems peculiarly 
appropriate to the Roman poet, who, 
above all others, succeeded in getting the 
scent and feel of natural things into his 
melodies. The garden will be rather a 
park; for of flowering plants the Roman 
was not'very admiring. Lilies and roses 
were cultivated ; but the mossy violet and 
the narcissus and the like were most 
appreciated wild. The practical Latin 
preferred shrubs and trees the timber of 
which could be used for other purposes 
than decoration. There is a delightful 
summary of the trees, shrubs and plants 
of Vergil. by Mr. J. Sargeaunt, among 
the Oxford Vergilian studies, which well 
repays attention. It is interesting to 
notice how many of them are common to 
Italy and to our islands. 


The Mazawattee Chinaman. 


At this season of the year certain shop 
windows are made more interesting to 
children by the mechanical figures that 
work so busily at their job of advertising, 
all through the day. 

There is a large doll that sits at a table 
and machines an apparently endless 
hem, while gazing placidly at the on- 
lookers in the street. ‘There is a small 
polar bear that stands nodding hopelessly 
in the centre of a group of fur-coated 
figures, and in another window there is 
a life-sized nigger boy in a smart uniform, 
who takes his advertising card. from a 
satchel and shows it to the public, his 
curly head turning from ‘side to side, his 
black face wreathed in smiles. 

Long years ago Ballinderry had its 
mechanical advertiser, too, known far and 
wide as ‘‘ th’ ould Mazawattee China- 
man.” He only appeared during 
Christmas week, and his slanting eyes 
turned yerkily and his dusky fingers 
pointed crookedly, to a yellow card 
inscribed, *‘ Mazawattee Tea.’’ Two or 
three people were persuaded by this 
phenomenon to ask for the brand, but the 
shopkeeper cheerfully admitted that he 
did not stock it. 


Country Nicknames. 


We are a great people for nick-names, 
seeming to prefer the soubriquet above any 
Christian name. In country parts it is 
often necessary to give these additional 
styles in order to distinguish men of the 
same Christian and family name, For 
example, I know of a spot where there 
reside a Sean Maggie Pat, a Seam Maggie 
Mick, and a Sean Maggie Rhu. This 
necessity for discriminating is not always 
the excuse for a nick-name, and the other 
varieties are more piquant. In many 
districts the parish est’s housekeeper 
will be Mary the Priest. In one parish 
I know a * Katty the man,” so called 
because she favours men’s boots and 4 
coubeen; there too is “ The Gunner,”’ 
whose grandfather won the title from 
serving in the Artillery. A similar case of 
inheritance was *‘The Schooner Mick,” 
who was never at sea; his wife was known 
by attraction, as grammarians would say, 
as “The Boat,” and recognised no other 
appellation. ‘‘The Soldier Kelly”’ had 
never seen service even with the militia ; 
his name was a¢quired by his reiterated 
views on the conduct of the Boer War.

After a very dismal start, Rugby in 
Ulster has come on wonderfully during 
the last month.

It was no mere 
flash in the pan, as their next match 
against Trinity College proved. They 
show promise of being the best side in 
Ulster, and, if they keep on improving, 
the Ulster Cup will certainly change 
hands. 


he Senior League. 


In the Senior League Malone are about 
the strongest factor, with Bangor close 
runners-up. Both of these teams have 
unbeaten records in the competition, and 
both are showing better form with every 
match they play. Of course, it must be 
remembered that Instonians, North and 
Queen’s, the three leading clubs, are not 
participants.

Che Old Schoolmaster. 


He had been unfortunate, an old school- 
master of the hedgerows who had won a 
name for himself over the whole of the 
county, who prepared pupils satisfactorily 
for the Customs and Excise, and could 
answer the great men in the big houses.

Bait Diggers. 


When I went for a stroll on Merrion 
strand one fine afternoon recently I met 
two barefooted men. Each was equipped 
with an old biscuit box and a three- 
pronged gardening fork. I spoke to them 
for a moment, and found that they were 
fishermen who were digging bait. They 
explained to me that a fork was better 
than.a spade for digging bait, because it 
would. not cut the Jug worm in the same 
way as a spade. Also, it was much less 
tiring to dig in wet sand with a fork. 
These men were accustomed to spend as 
long as two hours in their search for bait. 
They waited until the tide was on the 
ebb, and followed the receding water, so 
that they .might find the lug worm near 
the surface of the sand. The bait-diggers 
told me that they were so inured to the 
cold water that even on a winter’s day 
they did not get chilled. Certainly, I 
think the exposure to the cold water must 
be beneficial, as both men had feet that 
would put to shame some of those to be 
found on city folk.

It is said that 

the German on his death bed cried for 

more light; and one of his acutest critics 

commented upon that gesture that what he 

needed was not more light, but more 

warmth. He was, indeed, the coldest of 

romantics. In Ireland the best known ex- 

ponents of Goethe’s thought are Professor 

Waterhouse and the Rev. Mr. Savell- 

Hicks, the former of whom has recently 

lectured on that subject to the Dublin 

Literary Society, while the latter is shortly 

to do the same for the Dublin Writers’ 

Club. With the revival of German letters 

it has become necessary to review the pro- 

tagonists of what is, perhaps, the youngest 

national literature in Europe, and Goethe 
is‘at their head. 


Ghe Cost of a Drink. 


The recent article in these pages con- 
corning Kinsale reminds me of an incident 
which occurred during the famous siege 
of that town by Lord Deputy Mountjoy in 
1601. The combined Irish and Spanish 
forces had decided to attack the Crown 
forces on December 23rd, and had every 
prospect of ‘success. Unfortunately, Brian 
MacMahon, a rebel leader from Ulster, 
had a great craving for whiskey, and sent 
a request to Sir George Carew for a bottle 
of that inspiring beverage, through his 
son, who had formerly acted as a page to 
thatknight. Sir George generously granted 
his enemy’s request, and MacMahon 
in gratitude informed him of the meditated 
attack. Instead of surprising the English, 
the allies were themselves surprised, and 
suffered a severe defeat, which resulted 
in the departure of the Spaniards and 
the ascendency of the English in the South- 


West of Ireland. 


Cider. 


Allusions to the increased consumption 
of cider by members of Parliament has 
been followed by the record exhibit of 
cider apples and perry pears at the Koyal 
Agricultural Hall. I have heard men who 
know whisper that, if they dared, they 
would confess to preferring a good cider 
to champagne, and I am inclined to agree. 
The name calls back to mind many a 
glass of dry, tart cider consumed in the 
tiny estaminets of Normandy, while I 
tried to get my mind round the local 
patois, rough, but as racy and bodied as 
the liquor I was consuming. It recalls, 
too, grateful draughts of cider from the 
cask after negotiating a morning along 
the lanes of Devon, which séem always to 
lead to the foot of a hill, which one climbs 
but never descends, and the soft voices of 
Devon came cider-sweet to my ears from 
the smiling maid with the cider-brown 
eyes. They say that the man who drinks 
over-full of the apple beverage is dis- 
tinguished from other topers, in that he 
falls, backward, his face turned to the 
sky. I have not proved this; but if it 
is true of perry, too, I came near it one 
day when I was yiven a copious vessel cf 
fresh perry to try in a brewery of Here- 
ford. I took it lightly—merely a pleasant 
flavoured drink, I thought—but, when I 
had drained the glass, I imbibed also a 
deep respect for a generous liquid. There 
is wisdom in Parliament after all. 


A Military Poet. 


Colonel F. A. Heygate Lambert, of 
Dolgelly, Merioneth, who died last week 
and was well known to many Irishmen as 
the Colonel-Commandant of the Sinn Fein 

risoners camp at Frongoch in North 
Wales, in 1916, was a novelist of some 
popularity and a poet to boot. He wrote 
over the pseudonym “ Frederick Arthur,” 
and his first volume of verse, ‘‘ Rose- 
mary,’ was published 08 twenty years 
ago. Under that pseudonym readers of 
fiction knew him as the author of “ John 
Merridew’’ (1911), ‘‘ The Mysterious 
Monsieur Dumont’’ (1912), and ‘ The 
Accuser’’ (1927). One of his books 
appeared in the year,the War broke out, 
and a second volume of poems, ' Unknown 
Horizons,’’ was published a few months 
before he was put in charge of Frongoch, 
originally an internment camp for 
Germans, 3 

The commandant of an _ internment 
camp is not generally popular with his 

risoners, but Colonel Heygate Lambert, 
i am told, was not the least liked of 
gaolers in the “ places of detention’’ to 
which Irish prisoners were sent in Great 
Britain in 1016 and the following years.

“BUCK” JONES. 


A DANDY OF GEORGIAN 


DUBLIN, . ' 
——— 
(By CHARLES LAWRENCE.) 


EW men were better known in the 
City of Dublin in the last years of 
the eighteenth century and the beginning 
of the nineteenth than Frederick E. 
Jones, commonly known as ‘ Buck” 
Jones. His name still survives in Jones’s 
road, familiar to all G.A.A. enthusiasts, 
but few are acquainted with the rather 
chequered history of the man himself, 
‘“Buck’? Jones was well deserving of 
his soubriquet, as it was understood in the 
days of the Georges. A Dubliner by birth, 
he travelled a good deal in England and 
abroad as a young man, and returned to 
Dublin towards the end of the eighteenth 
century, a finished Corinthian young 
“blood.” He was a remarkably hand- 
some man, with regal manners, and was 
supposed to bear a close resemblance to 
George IV. He affected an extreme 
dandyism in dress, and was looked up to 
by the roystering young gentlemen of 
Dublin as the “glass of fashion and the 
mould of form’’—an Irish Beau Nash, in 


fact. 


JONES S ROAD. 


His career in Dublin is closely 
associated with the theatre. Soon after 
his return from abroad he purchased a 
music hall in Fishamble street. In 1795 
he became lessee of Daly’s Theatre in 
Crow street. This venture prospered for 
awhile, but, during the troubled times of 
1798, Jones, on account of his political 
associations, became unpopular and had 
to close down. In 1805 he was again 
forced to close his doors, but, on the 
whole, the theatre business must have 
paid him well, until he had to give it up 
in 1820 on the expiration of his lease. 

From 1803 onwards we hear more of him 
as a magistrate and a popular host, whose 
home in Clonliffe House was the scene of 
many brilliant social functions, where all 
the élite of Dublin gathered. In order to 
render access to his house easier from the 
Drumcondra road, he had the road made 
which still bears his name. Formerly it 
was known as ‘‘Buck’’ Jones’s road; 
then it was shortened to Jones’s road. 


A SORRY END. 


As a magistrate his efforts were 
principally directed towards the suppres- 
sion of highwaymen and robbers. He 
made many attempts to apprehend a 


i notorious highwayman, Larry Clinch, who 


had been the terror of travellers on the 
Dublin-Belfast road for a considerable 
time. Far from being afraid of “ Buck’”’ 
Jones and the law that he represented, 
Clinch actually determined to attack 
Clonliffe House. The attack was planned 
for the night of November 6th, 1806, but 
word of it reached ‘‘ Buck ’’ Jones before- 
hand, and when Clinch and his band 
arrived they found themselves surrounded 
by a body of soldiers. In the affray which 
ensued several of the gang were shot, and 
many were taken prisoners. The bodies 
of those who were killed were exposed 
publicly for a few days, so that relatives 
might claim them; but they remained un- 
claimed and were buried in the suicides’ 
ground at Ballybough. 

The last years of ‘‘ Buck’’ Jones’s life 
witnessed a decline in his fortunes. His 
lease of the Crow street theatre expired in 
1820 and he was refused a renewal—the 
result, in all probability, of the machina- 
tions of a cabal that was working against 
him. For the remaining fourteen years 
of his life he lived in extreme poverty in 
a small, miserable shack near Mountjoy, 
when he was not in prison for debt. The 
kind offices of a few friends saved him 
from absolute starvation. He died in 
1834, and it is said that his spirit still 
wanders of nights through the district 
where he lived and along the road to 
which he has given his name. 


SOME ASPECTS OF 
POPULATION.

TRINITY COLLEGE LECTURE. 


At the meeting of the Dublin Universit 
Philosophical Society last night, Mr. H. 
Braddick, B.A. (Cantab), read a paper on 
‘‘Some Aspects of Population.”’ 

Dr. Jessop, President of the Society, was 
in the chair. 

In the course of his paper, the speaker 
said that war and pestilence were not the 
only checks on the growth of population, 
There were others such as birth control. 

Proposing a vote of thanks, Mr. J. C. 
M‘Evett, Sch., Mod., B.A., said that the 
problems of excess population had been the 
cause of most wars in the world; the cause 
of emigration in Ireland and of unemploy- 
ment in England. im the development of the 
future generations they would have to look 
to quality as well as quantity in the growth 
of population. The big family idea was 
more or less out of date, although it was 
maintained by some religions and by 
Mussollini. 

Mr. W. M. E. Anderson, hon. treasurer, 
seconded the vote of thanks, and said that in 
the bringing up of the population of the 
future they would have to pay very great 
regard to better housing, more open-air 
Spaces and parks and more open-air sports. 

The vote of thanks was passed unani- 
mously.

MEMORIAL WINDOW IN 
INISTLIOGE CHURCH.

THOMASTOWN, _ Thursday. 

The pretty little church of Inistioge, 
Kilkenny, was the scene of a very devotional 
and inspiring Service this afternoon, when 
the Right Rev. J. G. F. Day, D.D., Bishop of 
Ossory, dedicated a beautiful stained glass 
window in memory of the late Precentor 
Beresford, who for 35 years had been rector 
of the parish. The Rev. H. W. McClelland, 
the present rector, is well known im 
musical circles. He is a Musical Doctor 
of ‘Trinity College, Dublin, and the 
conductor of the Waterford’ Festival Choral 
Society. As might, therefore, be expected, 
the singing by an augmented choir was 
excellent. The anthems were, “Then shall 
the righleous’’ (from Mendelssohn's “Elijah’’) 
and “What are these arrayed in white 
robes” (Stainer). THe soloist was Mr. W. 
F. Watt, of Waterford, a tenor of gold 
medal fame at the Feis Ceoil. Not only was 
his singing admirable, but the choral 
ensemble was delightful. The hymns sung 
were, “How bright those glorious Spirits 
shine,” “ The saints of God,” and “ For all 
the saints.” 

The Service was read by the Rev. Dr. 
McClelland, Rector, and the Rev. Precentor 
Wills (Bishop’s Chaplain). The Lesson was 
read by the Rev. Canon Massy. Lady Hodson 
(sister of the late Rev. Cann Beresford) was 
resent with the following house party :—The 
Lady Susan Dawnay, Mrs. E. La Poer Beres- 
ford, Mr. 8. La Poer Beresford, and Miss 
Powell (cousins); Miss French and Mr. Mel- 
fort D'Alton (friends). 


THE SERMON. 

The Bishop of Ossory took as his text, 
“The Memory of the Just is . Blessed '' 
(Proverbs 10, 2). He said that it was surely 
right and fitting that we should place in our 
churches memorials to the faithful departed, 
and especiully was it fitting when the 
memorial took the form, not of a mere tablet 
in the wall, but something which added to 
the dignity and beauty of the church. All 
women, and almost ail men, had been en- 
dowed by God with a sense of beauty. A 
beautiful face, or a beautiful scene, or a 
beautiful building attracted them all; and so 
it was that every self-respecting woman loved 
to adorn her home and to make it beautiful. 
It might be a humble home, and she might 
have little money to spend on its adornment ; 
but she did what she could, and it was, at 
least, her pride to keep it sweet and clean. 
But if it was right and proper to keep their 
homes beautiful, then surely it was their 
bounden duty io keep God’s House beautiful, 
too. How often, alas, in this country was 
the church bare and ugly, meanly furnished, 
as if the parishioners thought that the House 
of God was of less account than their own 
houses. What a shame that was, and how 
dishonouring to Almighty God. Money spent 
on adorning God’s House and making it 
beautiful was not money wasted. Nothing 
could be too rich or costly for the adornment 
of God’s House. 

That afternoon they had dedicated a beanti- 

ful stained glass window, presented by his 

relatives and friends and former parishioners, 

in memory of one who served that .church 

and parish for 33 years. They could all see 

how much the window added to the beauty 

of the church. It also added its interest, for 

it would serve to keep alive the memory of a 

very faithful pastor, to whom they in Inis- 

tioge Parish owed so much. In that church 

they had many beautiful monuments. There 

were amongst them those in memory of mem- | 
bers of the Tighe family, of Woodstock, a 

family to which not only that parish, but the 

Diocese of Ossory, owed a great deal. And | 
there was that splendid triple window, a 

memorial to a much honoured churchman, 

Major Connellan, who for many years was 

Treasurer of the Diocese and Diocesan Nomi- 

nator, and to his wife and his son Peter, who 

gave his life in the Great War. And now to 

these beautiful and interesting monuments 

they had added another, also a work of great 

beauty, which would keep alive the memory 

of their former beloved Rector, Richard 

Uniacke Beresford. Canon Beresford was 

educated in Trinity College, Dublin, where he 

gained a musical exhibition. He was ordained 

in 1683 for a curacy in the South of England, 

and nine years later was appointed Rector of 

Inistioge, where he stayed for the remainder 

of his life. From the first he took a great. 
interest in the young people of the parish, 

and he delighted to have them at the Rectorv. 

where he held classes for them in music, wood- 

carving and other subjects. He was a very 

kind-hearted man, and devoted himself to the 
welfare of the people, especially the poor, 

sparing no pains or expense in helping in the 
day of difficulty or trouble. 


AN ACTIVE LIFE. 

In 1899 Canon Beresford was appointed 
Precentor of St. Canice’s Cathedral. 
He was very fond of music and 
took a great interest in the choral 
services of the cathedral. For many years 
he trained the choirs for the annual Dio- 
cesan Choral Festival, and the success of 
that festival was very largely due to his 
energy and enthusiasm, In the larger life 
of the diocese the Precentor took part, al- 
though he did not often speak, at meetings 
ot the Synod and Council.

The Flood-Gates., 


It is likely that Burmah will add a 
quota to the grave troubles in which 
Britain’s Labour Government has in- 
volved itself. Recently, as a result 
of a meeting of the All-Burmah Com- 
mittee, which claims to represent the 
various political parties of the country, a 
joint statement, signed by twenty-two 
leaders, was issued. It expressed 
pleasure “at the change of spirit 
that His Majesty’s Government and the 
Viceroy have shown amidst opposition, 
embarrassment and difficulties."” The 
signatories further resolved that separate 
and adequate representation should 
be secured for Burmah at the round- 
table conference on Indian affairs, 
At present Burmah is a Govern- 
ment under the authority of the 
Viceroy of India. It possesses a Legisla- 
tive Council of one hundred and three 
members, and, since its complete annexa- 
tion in 1886, probably has given less 
trouble to the Indian Government than 
any other province. Thus we can 
appreciate how the words ‘** Dominion 
status,” so glibly used by Lord Irwin and. 
blessed by Colonel Wedgwood-Benn, have 
sounded like a tocsin through the East, 
where the mildest compromise always has 
been regarded as a sign of weakness. This 
Burmese resolution hardly surprises us ; 
indeed, it will be more surprising if 
Ceylon and Malaya do not present similar 
demands. The Burmese claim that they 
are fitted in every way for Dominion 
status. We disagree with them, but we 
shall admit that Burmah’s boast in this 
matter has more justification than that 
of India. 

Burmah, unlike India, at least is a 
nation, while its population is predomi- 
nantly Buddhist. Furthermore, it has 
known unity in the past, although this 
unity was of short existence and of recent 
date, After the defeat of the Burmese in 
China in 1272, described by Marco Polo— 
he spoke of the “ Kingdom of Mien ’’—the 
country split up into small States, and 
remained in this condition for nearly five 
hundred years. At last, in the middle of 
the eighteenth century, a villager, who is 
known to history as Alompra, rallied the 
Upper Burmese, and from his capital at 
Ava brought the country under his sway. 
Between 1850 and 1879 it appeared that 
a native dynasty might survive indefi- 
nitely, in harmonious relations with the 
Indian Government; but when Thibaw 
succeeded Mindon Min in 1879 difficulties 
arose at once, largely owing to the in- 
fluence of the Queen, Supaiyslat. Finally, 
imposed a frivolous fine of 
£250,000 on the Bombay Burmah Trading 
Corporation, Limited, which appealed to 
Calcutta, War was declared, and in a 
few months Mandalay was taken and the 
country was annexed. On the whole, the 


difficulty. In those days the British Raj 
in India held a high reputation for firm- 
ness and justice; Thibaw had been a weak 
tyrant, and Alompra and Mindon Min 
were but memories. s 

Such is the people which now has been 
encouraged by the British Government, to 
turn its attention to Dominivn status. 
Probably, if the Burmese were to receive 
it, they would remain the same friendly 
folk that have welcomed generations of 
British at Rangoon. Their domestic

Neverthe- 
less, Dominion status would not bring to 
Burmah the same strife to which it would 
condemn India. Fortunately, there is no 
reason to fear that the Simon Commis- 
sion will envisage any such immediate 
possibility in either country, When 
we examine oriental history we find 
that, since the East has acknowledged 
British influence, it has enjoyed 
more years of peace and prosperity 
than at any other time in its 
eventful life. Now it is threatened by the 
visionary ideals that appear to grow like 
weeds in the minds vf Mr. Macdonald and 
his colleagues, For the sake of a theory 
they are ready to jeopardise the happiness 
of millions, They confuse the vocal few 
with the silent many, and with no weak 
misgiving suppose that the borrowed 
politics of an educated oriental represent 
the development of ideas in a progressive 
people. We trust that the findings of the 
Simon Commission will disabuse their 
minds of the vanities, which at the 
moment seem to engross them.

Whenever we have ventured to express 
a gentle wonder at the high cost of fruit 
and vegetables in Dublin. the existence 
of a “ring ” for the regulation of prices 
has been denied vehemently by the trade. 
To-day we have the impartial assurance 
of Mr. Justice Meredith that such a 
“ring '— indeed, he calls it “ a powerful 
ring ’’—exists. His Lordship has been 
occupied for some days with the hearing 
of an action in which Messrs. A Morgan 
and Son, Limited, sought an injunction 
to restrain the Dublin and District 
Wholesale Fruit Buyers” Association, 
Limited, from, “‘as alleged, inducing 
persons not to enter into contracts with 
the plaintiffs for the sale of fruit and 
vegetables to them.” The defendants 
denied the charge. We have reported the 
evidence, which disclosed that the Asso- 
ciation had resolved to have no trade 
dealings with Messrs. Morgan. Yesterday 
Mr. Justice Meredith delivered judgment 
in favour of the defendants. He said 
that the Fruit Buyers’ Association, in 
the trade interests of its members, had 
adopted a policy of “ exclusive dealings."’ 
“The idea of that policy,” he add d, 
“might be explained in this way: if a 
powerful ring of wholesale dealers could 
corner the main source of supply, they 
were then able to put the distributors— 
the retail dealers—in a very awkward 
position.” A sufficiently powerful “ring ”' 
could promote its members’ interests at 
the expense of competitors, importers, 
growers in Ireland and the consuming 
public. Messrs. Morgan “ had been hit, 
and hit very severely, by the ruthless 
pursuance against them of this ‘ exclusive 
dealing’ policy, which was “ prejudicial 
to every interest save that of the ring.” 
Nevertheless, the Court, governed by the 
bloodless principles and decrees of law, 
was bound to give judgment for the 
defendants. The law entitled an indivi- 
dual trader or a combination of traders 
to attach conditions to the sale or 
purchase of goods, and the plaintiffs 
had failed to show that the defendants 
had resorted to any illegal means. WNore- 
over, no proof of personal ill-will against 
the plaintiffs had been forthcoming. 
This is an unsatisfactory decision for 
Messrs. Morgan—who have, as Mr. 
Justice Meredith remarked, “a further 
grievance in respect of not being allowed 
to join the conspirators’’—and, as he 
seems to feel, it is a bleak decision for 
Irish producers and consumers. The 
wholesale dealers and middlemen appear 
to control supplies and prices so 
thoroughly that everybody else is at their 
mercy ; and *‘ even the Legislature would 
find it difficult to devise appropriate 
restrictions."” We refuse to believe that 
Parliament, if it were really in earnest, 
could not do something to mend the con- 
ditions which this action has revealed; 
but so long as the electors are apathetic 
Parliament will not move. When the 
Food Prices Tribunal was sitting it 
sought the co-operation of householders 
in vain; and to-day there is hardly a 
whimper from the citizens of Dublin 
against a crushing addition to their rates.

A Glut of Grain. 


A remarkable glut of grain has occurred 
in the ports of Britain. Liverpool has 
about a million quarters of grain in 
storage, and at least ten ships, laden 
with grain from the Argentine Republic, 
are unable to land their cargoes. 
Regular storage accommodation is full, 
and warehouses which are not properly 
equipped for the storage of grain 
have been pressed into service, During 
the months of September and October 
this year, nearly 14,000,000 cwt. were 
landed in Britain from South America, 
or some ten times as much as in the 
corresponding period of 1928 This 
vast increase is the more remarkable 
because the Argentine wheat crop is 
less than two-thirds as large as it 
was last year. For virtually the whole of 
the grain year ships have been plying 
across the ocean between the Argentine 
Republic and Britain, and it is estimated 
that the same service will be continued 
throughout the coming grain year, or until 
another harvest comes round. By this 
great development of South American 
enterprise the United States and, still 
more, Canada, are the sufferers. The 
prodigious Argentine output has upset al] 
calculations, and has struck a sorry blow 
at the farmers of the Canadian prairie. 
On the other hand, South America, 
sending her grain straight from farm to 
rail, port and market, is likely to receive 
poor prices. Unchecked competition thus 
ruins the North without benefiting in 
equivalent measure the South. A ‘grain

Toy Drums, 

Dr. Robin Flower deputy keeper of the 
Manuscripts Department of the British 
Museum, speaking at the College of Arms, 
London, on Wednesday, read a letter from

toy drum-making industry for forty-six, 
years, She said that, during that period, 
the business concern in question must have 
used tons of parchment deeds. The makers 
of toy drums and of glue both were in the 
habit of using old parchments, and vast 
quantities of records probably had dis- 
appeared in this fashion. Many an ancient 
lease, many an armoria’ blazon, on which 
pride and fortune hang, has been scoured 
of its ink, stretched on a cylinder, and 
beaten in a playroom until it burst. A 
few weeks ago we published an account of 
children’s play in a Dublin garden, when 
a bonfire was fed with ancient patents, 
and the flaring of royal seals was greeted 
with the clapping of hands, Recently, 
too, it was discovered that lamp-shades 
had been manufactured out of stray docu- 
ments that were cast to the winds by the 
explosion at the Irish Record Office. 
Ignorance has dealt more cruelly than 
malice with the relics of antiquity. That 
even children’s recklessness can be 
corrected by knowledge is shown in sn 
incident related by Sir Rennell Rodd, A 
fortnight ago his proposal to raise funds 
for excavations on the Island of Ithaca 
was discussed at the British School of 
Athens. A little English girl heard cf 
the .cheme, The Odyssey--perhaps, in 
Charles Lamb’s 1 ‘elling—had been read 
to her; and she was moved to send to Sir 
Rennell Rodd “Le modest contents of her 
money box. Was ever a finer tribute paid 
to the memory of Ulysses, that wise 
wanderer ?

WHY REFUND WAS NOT 
MADE,

In the Dáil yesterday, 

Mr. &. H. CROWLEY (F.F., Kerry) asked 
the Minister for Finance for iniormation 4s 
to the lists of subscribers to the 1920 Dail 
Lven covering certain districts in Kerry. He 
asked the Minister to state when his Depart- 
ment intended to make an effort to refund 
the money to the subscribers whose names 
appear on the lists in question. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that the lists were re- 
ceived in his Department on the 25th May, 
1928. Upon examination of the primary 
register of subscribers it was found that the 
particulars contained in the ‘ists had not 
been furnished to the Dáil Department oí 
Finance during the period in which the loan 
was raised. An examination of the individual 
applications for re-payment which had been 
received revealed several discrepancies he- 
tween the particulars contained in these 
applications and those contained in the lists, 
and, in addition, a number of applications 
had been received from persons in the Scarta- 
glin and Cordal districts whose names were 
not in the lists. 

The statement by the Very Rev. Father 
Brennan which was handed in with the lists 
did not specify the amounts received by him 
for the districts referred to. He (the 
Minister) understood that the moneys received 
by Father Brennan were forwarded hy him to 
another clergyman for transmission to the 
Dáil Department of Finance. Bulk amounts 
were received from the latter clergyman, but 
there was at present no evidence which world 
enable the Finance Department to identify 
the sums subscribed in the districts 
mentioned. He thoucht that the clerevman 
in question, whose name he would give to 
the deputy if he desired it, would be in a 
position to help in this matter if the deputy 
could persuade him to reply to communica- 
tions which had been sent to him. 

He (the Minister) was having further 
inquiries made. bnt he was not in a position 
to state when it won'd be found possible to 
authorise repayment in respect of the sub- 
scriptions in question.

It was understood in political circles 


to-day that the great Five-Power Naval 
Conference on Disarmament would open in 
the third week in January, possibly on 
Tuesday, January 21st. No decision as to 
a place of meeting has been reached, but 
it is thought that the Locarno Room at 
the Foreign Office will suit all the 
requirements. During the past few days 
there has been an expressed desire from 
Geneva that the opening of the Confer- 
ence should not clash with the January 
meeting of the Council of the League of 
Nations, but thi» will be overlooxed. Mr 
Macdonald is anxious that nothing shall 
interfere with his disarmament plans, and 
in this connection he has decided that 
there shall be no changes at the 
Admiralty. Sir Charles Madden, who was 
to have retired as First Sea Lord, wil: 
now retain his post until the Conference 
has closed. . The delegations will bring 
several hundred people to London, tlie 
United States delogation alone having 
reserved seventy rooms at a West End 
hotel. 


Ti e siining Trouble. 


The mining trouble seems to be at an 
end for the present, aud the leaders of 
the men left London this morning for 
their home districts. As a result of long. 
drawn-out negotiations, the miners expect 
that their hours will eventually pe 
reduced from eight to seven a day, and 
that there will be no reduction in wages. 
Points on which they have not gained 
their wishes are that agreemen’ wil] still 
be negotiated in districts, and not 
nationally, while the disputes arising out 
of agreements will be decided by the 
National Wages Board. The scheme has 
still to be submitted to the conference of 
delegates of the Miners’ Federation, but 
it is believed that it will be accepted. 
The main point of interest to the public 
in the settlement is that there un- 
doubtedly will be an ixcrease in the price 
of coal. 


Mr. J. L. Garvin, 


The Spectator, the well-known weekly 
review, gave a luncheon at Stationers 
Hall to-day in honour of Mr. J. L, 
Garvin, to commemorzite his completion 
of twenty-one years as ecitor of ‘he 
Observer.

The international Bank. 


Events connected with the Rank of 
International Settlement have m. od with 
unexpected rapidity, and, according to 
present appearances, the recommendation 
that the headquarters shall be at Basle 
will be put into effect, the representa- 
tives of all the Powers concerned, with 
the exception of Belgium, having signi- 
fied their approval. The attitude of the 
Belgian Government is by no means 
clear; for its representatives left the 
Conference when Basle, and not Brusse!s, 
was selected. Efforts are being mar» to 
secure the approval of the Brussels 
Government to the arrangement agreed to 
by the other Powers, and, if this is 
obtained, the uncertainty connected with 
the headquarters of the bank wil! be 
removed. If the Belgian Government 
maintains its attitude, the whole subject 
may have to be reopened. ) 


The Swies Currency. 


The choice of Switzerland as 
proposed headquarters of the Bank 
International Settlements calls attentio! 
to the fact, remarks the Evening Standard, 
that Switzerland is the only one of the 
six members of the Latin Monetary Unio 
that has not de-valuated its currency as 
result of the war. That country is no’ 
taking steps to remove restrictions on ' 
free movement of gold, although it ha 
never really departed from the 
standard. A law will be introduced by 
the Federal Council, probably next sprinz, 
which will sanction the existing sta‘ 
and provide for the adoption of th: 
standard proper as soon as condit 
become normal. Under the new law si!ver 
will be eliminated from the reserves of thé 
National Bank as a metal cover for te 
note circulation. The metal backine for 
the latter will then be reauired to consist 
of wold exclusively to the extent of fort’ 
ror cent. of the notes. The last retrrn of 
the Swiss National Rank shows vo! 
silver reserves of 561 millien fron’s 
avainst a note circulation of 907 m: on 
francs.

UNEMPLOYMENT INSURANCE. 

Mr. J. Beattie (Labour) asked the Minister 
of Labour if a Board of Assessors should not 
have been set up under the Unemployment 
Insurance Act to adjudicate in the ** not 
enuinely seeking work " cases, as is in Great 

ritain, and if this omission was a violation 
of the financial arrangement between the Un 
wy gaara Insurance Fund of Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland. 

The Minister of Labour replied that the 
Board of Assessors in Great.

ards. There had been no violation of the 
re-insurancée agreement.

SICKNESS RATE IN BELFAST. 

_Mr. Healy said that he thought the situa- 
tion in Belfast was far more serious than 
the Minister would confess. Approved 
societies had just issued a statement, show- 
ing that the sickness rate had been steadily 
rising since 1925, and this year was the most 
serious of all. If the figures for the first 
half of 1929 continued many approved socie- 
ties would find themselves in a _ virtually 
insolvent condition. It meant that many per- 
sons were suffering from the effects of mal- 
nutrition, and their position had driven 
them to go to approved societies 

MINISTER’S REPLY. 

Mr. J. M. Andrews, Minister for Labour, 
replying, said that the attack Mr. Beattie 
had made on him was unfair, ungenerous 
and personal. Mr. Beattie spoke as if he 
were the only person who had sympathy with 
the worker, and as if he were the only 
representative of workers in that House, 
whereas he was the last remnant of a party 
in that House for whom the people of Ulster 
had clearly expressed they had no use. In 
no circumstances ‘would he be a party to 
introducing a system less favourable to the 
workers of Northern Ireland than the system 
existing in Great Britain, and rather than do 
so he would resign his position as Minister 
of Labour. 

THE NEW EDUCATION BILL. 

The Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Education (Mr. J. H. Robb, K.C.), 
replying to a question by Sir Robert Lynn, 
said that it was the intention of the Govern- 
ment to introduce the Amending Education 
Bill at an early date after the reassembly of 
Parliament next spring.

more healthy. I have not seen this state 
ment contradicted, and I commend it to the 
attention of the Government.

THE HAGGADAH.

Sin —Wiún rezerence to the aiciole by 
“il, B, E.” in your issue of the ioc insv., 
he is hardly tar to the New Jeseaineit 
Scriptures when he says: ' ihere 15 more 
tban a tittle doubt wuether such a ritual 
existed in the days of the Lemple. New 
iestament authority yields no statement 
beyond the fact that at the Passover ceievra- 
tions a hymn was sung. it seems to me 
that the ritual existed as part of the ordinary 
routine reiigious life of tne people—so muci 
so that there was no need tor special 
reference to it, any more than there was need 
íor saying that peopie partook of their meals 
every day. 

In the second chapter of St. Luke’s Gospel, 
Verses 42-47, it is narrated how Our Lord, 
at the age of' twelve, was brought to 
Jerusaiem py His parents at the feast of the 
Passover, how He was left behind by mistake 
when they started for home, and was found 
by them “in the Temple, sitting in the 
midst of the doctors, both hearing them and 
asking them questions. And all that heard 
Him were astonished at His understanding 
and answers.” What could have been the 
subject under discussion in which Our Lord, 
a mere child of twelve, showed so marked a 
proficiency? There can hardly be any doubt 
that it was the catechism, and that ritual or 
catechism classes of instruction were at the 
Passover Feast being held in the Temple. 
Our Lord, a _ country-reared boy, well- 
grounded in His catechism, probably by His 
mother, as so often happens, showed Himself 
to advantage over the city boys, whose 
religious instruction probably was, as in our 
own day, neglected in the home, and had to 
be given in the synagogues and in the Temple 
by the official clergy. 

That the Church had at the time of Our 
Lord’s mission usurped the parents’ rightful 


place as religious instructors and obtained. 


complete domination in all matters of faith 
and morals would seem to be indicated by 
Our Lord’s own references to the ways of the 
Scribes and Pharisees and other religious 
teachers of the time. For instance, in &t. 
Luke (xi., 52) we have His reply to a ques- 
tioning lawyer (1.¢., teacher): “‘Woe unto 
‘it ye lawyers! for ye have taken away the 
ey of knowledge: ye entered not in your- 
selves, and them that were entering in ye 
hindered.”” Again we read in St. Matt. 
(xxili., 15): “ Woe unto you, Scribes and 
Pharisees, hypocrites! fot ye compass sea 
an’ land to make one proselyte, and when he 
is made, ye make him twofold more the child 
of hell than yourselves.

THE STARLING. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sir,—If I remember rightly, you had a 
leading article a short time ago about the 
yan gan position of the starling in Ireland. 
fou suggest that the species has over- 
reached itself, and is mow on the decrease. 
This would correspond with facts as observed 
here for some time past. Whatever be the 
cause, we do not see anything like the huge 
flocks which were an everyday sight im 
winter a few years ago. It is remarkable, 
on the other hand, that in the November 
number of British Birds there is a carefully 
worked out article, which shows that, 
especially since the beginning of the present 
century, there has been a huge increase in 
the numbers of the starling in Great Britain, 
which is “still in. progress.” Accounts are 
given of such multitudes of the birds at their 
roosting places that plantations are seriously 
damaged and the stench unbearable. 

Last winter was a season of extraordinary 
severity over most of England and Wales, 
while in Ireland the frost was much less 
intense. It would be natural to expect, 
therefore, that birds of many kinds would 
have crowded over here to escape the wintry 
conditions in Britain. There was a very 
marked increase in the numbers of the lap.

EFFECT OF THE REDUCTION 

The announcement of income tax 
reductions, representing an aggregate 
amounting to one per cent. of the normal 
tax and a “cut” of about one hundred 
and sixty million dollars, and Mr. 
Mellon’s explanatory statement are taken 
as meaning that the President and his 
colleagues in the Administration are con- 
vinced that the slump, being due to over- 
| speculation in stocks, had no real rela- 
tion to the fundamental stability of 
American business values, and have 
responded, not with mere words of re- 
assurance, but with a very practical 
measure of relief. 

Inasmuch as the Republican and Demo- 
cratic leaders, both in the Senate and the 
| House, have already approved the step, it 
may be confidently expected that a 
measure will be promptly passed. This 
will mean, it has been estimated, a remis- 
sion to the companies of taxes aggregating 
about one hundred million dollars, and to 
individuals of taxes approximating sixty 
million, both on incomes for the current 
calendar year. For companies especially 
the measure is likely to have far-reaching 
consequences. 


THE WHITE HOUSE CONFERENCES, 

Several important conferences were 
held both at the White House and the 
Treasury throughout yesterday, but owing 
to the secrecy with which everything is 
shrouded it was a little difficult to follow. 
every move in detail. ~ To-day, however, 
the following factors are seen to have 
emerged as an aftermath of yesterday's 
discussions in high places :— 

Kirstly—A number of outstanding 
American financial and industrial leaders 
came to Washington and dined privately 
with Mr. Mellon, and remained until mid- 
night. discussing exhaustively the whole 


economic situation in the United States. 


Among those present, it is understood, 
were several bankers who were prominent 
in their efforts to stem the tide of Wall 
street hysteria. 

Secondly.—Mr. Mellon told a committee 
of leading Democrats and Republicans that 
there was “ no shortage of credit for legiti- 
mate. business.’’ 

Thirdly—The Administration is greatly 
afraid that Christmas buying may be 
influenced by the depression on the 
exchanges, and every effort will be brought 
to bear-to prevent. this. 

Fourthly—The theory that the fight ‘in 
the Senate over the tariff is responsible 
for the decline in quoted stock values is 
not taken seriously in Washington, though 
political capita] will, doubtless, be made 
out of it on both sides, . 

Fifthly—The policy of the Federal 
Reserve Board in restricting speculation 
so far as possible has the support of the 
White House, and there is no ground for 
the report that the Governor, Mr. Roy A. 
Young, 18 resigning, or that Mr. Young 
and Mr. Mellon, “the arch-priest of 
prosperity,”’ are at loggerheads. 

NO HELP FOR GAMBLERS. 

To sum up, the impression has been 
created that the Hoover Administration 
1s prepared to move in drastic fashion to 
rescue American business from its present 
predicament, but that, while willing to 
do everything possible to maintain the 
stability of American business, the Ad- 
ministration does not hold that it is ‘‘ up 
to Washington ” to rescue those who 
gambled on margin and lost fortunes ia 
the financial abyss. 

The Hoover programme, in short. is 
based on the belief that, the business 
structure is sound, and that there is not 
the slichtest excuse, much less provoca- 
tion, for hysteria, 


LABOUR CONDITIONS: 


DEPRESSION IN MOTOR 
INDUSTRY. : 


From Revter’s CorresPonvent. 
WASHINGTON. Thursday. 

“The recent financial jupheaval ” has 
not disturbed industry, nor caused any 
reduction in employment.in the United 
States, says the monthly ‘ Bmployment 
Bulletin,” issued to-day by the Depart- 
ment of Labour. 7 

The report goes on to record, “ This is 
self-evident proof that industry is funda- 
mentally sound, and that the future may 
reveal that more money will be available 
for the further development of industry 
and the establishment of new industries. 

‘Seasonal decreases in the produc- 
tion of motor cars caused a drop in 
employment in this industry, and a 
similar decrease in employment in iron 
and steel mills is attributed to depression 
in the motor industry.” 


COTTON INDUSTRY. 

Conditions in the cotton textile industry 
have improved, according to the Depart- 
ment of Labour, but are still “ spotty,”’ 
whilst large forces are employed in silk 
goods manufacturing plants. There is 
increased employment in shipyards, the 
jewellery manufacturing business, in the 
production of wireless sets and electric 
equipment plants, and in boot and shoe 
factories. 

Greater employment is also reported 
from the anthracite and bituminous coal- 
mining districts. . 


CORK HARBOUR DEVELOPMENT. 


In connection with the statement made by 
Mr. Joseph N..Mullan to the Cork Harbour 
Commissioners on Wednesday last regarding 
the proposed scheme of harbour developinent,

INCREASE IN RESERVE. 


The reserye of the Bank of England shows 
an increase for the past week of £800,000, 
an addition of about £505,000 to the coin 
and bullion having been accompanied by a 
contraction of £295,000 in the note circula- 
tion. As the increase in. the gold eein and 
bullion in the issue department is £666,000, 
it would appear that the Bank has further 
reduced its holding of silver. The. other 
securities show a net increase of £1,915,000, 
but the Government securities are moderatelv 
lower, and there is an increase of £6,258,000 
in the public deposits. Consequently the 
private deposits are nearly £4,000,000 down 
at less than £96,500,000. Those relating to 
bankers’ figures are nearly £7.000,000 lower, 
but the other accounts are £3,000,000 up. 
The coin and bullion in both departments 
is now £132.771.032. and the reserve has been 
raised to £34.662.695, while the proportion 
of reserve to liabilities is slightly higher for 
the week at 30} per cent.

TURKEYS IN Wi WINTER. 

Writing on this subject in the W eekly Irish 
Tunes, the Poultry Correspondent says :— 
When swelled head appears pen the affected 

birds in a vacant shed which is dry, well 
littered and, if possible, facing the sun. 
No draught, brit plenty of air. Foment 
the heads of the turkeys with hot 
fomentations of a decoction of poppy- 
heads, and to each may be given as much 
Epsom salts as will fit on a halfpenny in 
a little warm water. Afterwards the 
ba must be well dried and the birds 
ept from taking fresh cold. Generally, 
if the complaint is taken in time, they 
will recover by being placed in a com- 
fortable house, fed on nourishing food, 
with a little spice, and given Epsom saits 
in the drinking water occasionally.  Boup 
pills will help, and stewed linseed in the 
soft food is very beneficial, 
if turkeys must be ‘confined, they should be 
given a large shed, only closed sufficiently 
to keep away draughts, but with plenty 
of air. A disused cart-shed or barn 
could be made into an excellent turkey 
house. An ordinary fowl-honse can 
scarcely ever be made to suit turkeys. i
